Basketball  Team  Changes  Offense,  Is  Hopeful 
For  Winning  Season  Under  Coach  Hildebrand 


Attacking  from  a  new  con- 
tinuous movement  offense,  the 
Northwestern  State  basketball 
team  opens  its  season  Nov.  22 
against  Southeastern  Oklahoma 
at  Prather  Coliseum.  The  teams 
meet  again  Nov.  23. 

Coach  Tynes  Hildebrand,  hop- 
ing to  bring  the  Demons  back 
from  the  doldrums  of  a  9-17  sea- 
son last  year,  has  been  happy 
with  the  progress  of  his  cagers 
during  pre-season  drills. 

Hildebrand,  in  his  first  year 
with  the  Demons,  said,  "We  have 
shown  a  lot  of  improvement  since 
practice  started.  I  was  disap- 
pointed at  first  and  thought  we 
were  going  a  little  too  slowly,  but 
I  believe  our  boys  will  come 
around  and  turn  into  a  pretty 
good  basketball  team  during  the 
season." 

Northwestern  has  changed 
from  a  1-2-2  box  offense  to  a 
continuous  movement  attack,  and 
Hildebrand  said  learning  the  new 
pattern  has  slowed  the  team 
down  some.  The  coach  has  been 
impressed  with  the  individual  as- 
pects of  the  defense  but  says  more 
time  will  have  to  be  spent  on 
team  defense. 

After  several  pre-season  scrim- 
mage sessions,  Hildebrand  has 
been  impressed  with  the  play  of 
several  freshmen.  James  Wyatt, 
6-6  center  from  Belmont,  has 
looked  good  for  the  Demons  both 
offensively  and  defensively. 


Freshmen  Bill  Ragland  of  Pa- 
ducah,  Ky.,  and  Wayne  Lee  of 
Florien  have  also  turned  in  im- 
pressive performances.  Hilde- 
brand said  all  three  would  see 
considerable  action  for  the  De- 
mons   during   the   season.
